UNDER THE WHEELS. 


A Litule Boy Crushed to Death by a 
&treet Car. 
About 2 o’clock yesterday afternoon a 
fatal accident occurred at the corner of 
Aliso and Vignes streets, which should be 
a warning toall children not torun after 
wagons or carriages on the streets, At 
that hour, Frank E. Wise, aged 8 years, a 


street, with several other boys, was en- 
gaged in ‘stealing rides” on an ice wagon 
on Aliso street, and through thoughtlessness 
or by some unknown means, he fell, or-was 
knocked under the wheels of a horse car, 
and received injuries from whieh he 
shortly afterward died. When picked = 
jt was discovered that he had been inju 
nternally, and that his limbs had been 
crushed by the. carwheels. Blood 
oozing from his mouth and nose, and it was 
seen that he could notlive but a few min- 
utes. Some think that he was struck by 
the horses and knocked under the car- 
wheels, The boy’s own mother is dead 
and he was living with his step-mother, 
father having married again. The testi- 
mony given at the Coroner’s inquest en- 
tirely exonerates the driver of the car, F 
Tillie, who was arrested and booked for 
manslaughter by the police, and Coroner 


night. The following is a brief synopsis of 
the evidence: 

John R. Harden, a carpenter by occupa- 
tion, testified that about 1 or 2 o’clock yes- 
terday afternoon he was coming across the 
Aliso-street bridge. Atthe corner of Vig- 
nes and. Aliso streets he noticed a wagon 
joaded with ice going toward the bridge on 
Aliso street. Three or four little boys 
jumped on the rear step of the wagon, and 
appeared to be holding on and picking up 
small pieces of the ice to eat. The deceased 
was standing on the left-hand corner of the 
wagon, The truck or wagon turned directly 
afterward as if to cross the street, and then 
turned around as if to come back. The 
boys were still on the rear of the wagon as 
the truck crossed the track of the street-car 
company. It proceeded the same way the 
car was going, and stopped within three or 
four feet of the car track. ‘The little boys 
all jumped from the wagon when it stopped. 
and, the deceased being on the side near the 
car track, he disappeared from the witness’s 


sight. ‘The witness heard a scream and ran 
‘over to the car. The car was stop imme- 
diately, and the witness saw the Wise boy 


lying between the wheels of the car. One 
of the wheels of thé” car had passed over 
him. He was taken from underthe carina 
dying condition and died shortly afterward. 
’ Willie Fitzpatrick, a 13-year-old boy, tes- 
tified that he was atthe corner of Vignes 
and Aliso ‘streets yesterday afternoon. 
Frank E. Wise and a couple of other little 
boys came to the corner, and s there 
forafew minutes. They had been run- 
ning behind an ice wagon that was coming 
up Vignes street. The wagou stopped at 
Witness heard the Wise boy 
say he was stealing a ride from the ice man. 
When the ice wagon turned around the 
Wise bov and his compaaions got on it. 
The wagon then crossed the _ sireet-car 
track and a. and the Wise boy 
umped off. The witness thought the 

ise boy was afraid of the driver. itness 
did not see the car strike the deceased. He 
saw the Wise boy under the car, and a 
plece of fron under the car holding him 
fast near the stomach. The car was lifted 
off the boy, who was alive at that time. 
The witness went to the medical college 
and informed those in charge of the 
accident... 

The following witnesses were also ex- 
amined and corroborated the testimony of 
Harden and the Fitzpatrick R. 
Grand, L. Guirado, James L, 
John Callaghan, E, H. Rury and M. ‘T. 
Collins. 

The verdict of the jury was that Frank 
E. Wise came to his death from injuries re- 
ceived by being accidently run over by a 
car of the Los Angeles Cable Railway 
Company, and that no blame is attached to 
the said company or its employés.

The Japanese are peculiarly 
an artistic people—toving art for art’s 
sake, and making of pictorial art 
oftimes an historical interpreter. In 
decorative applications Japanese art is 
still unrivaled. We wonder at the 
marvelous skill displayed; at the rare 
harmony of color, thé nicety of shade, 
the beauty of design and finish, and 
the exquisite towt ensemble, and feel that 
we would like to know more of its his- 
tory—to go back to the beginning, 
when art was born in that isolated em- 
pire of the Orient in the dim old past. 

But since’ the doors of that empire 
have been un to the world, new 
schools of art have risen upon the 
ashes of the old, and much that is 
quaint and novel in the Japanese art 
with which we are familiar is fast giv- 
ing place to new methods and teach- 
ings in the direction of pictorial art. 
But still originality must ever bea 
feature of the Japanese artist. Eu- 
ropean art may become, in a measure, 
naturalized in Japan, but it will al- 
ways bear the distinctive marks of na- 
tive genius—be merely a graft upon 
the great system so long established. 
Japanese methods of interpretation 
will not be borrowed. ~ 

Says a recent writer upon this sub- 
ject: ‘‘Japanese pictorial art in its 
main principles of style and technique 


more ancient art of China, in. which 
the characters of the parent stock have 
been varied by native grafts. In its 
motives it claims a share of originality 
at least equal to any art extant; in the 
range and excellence of its decorative 
applications it takes ag the first 
place in the world, but in the qualities 
of scientific completeness it falls much 
below the standard of. modern Europe. 
‘*To differentiate the principles of its 
leading schools, 1t may be said that of 
the older the Buddhist is the most an- 
cient, the most strictly traditional, the 
most ornate, but in certain examples 
the noblest and most impressive. e 
Chinese school, with the Shesshid and 
Kano branches, displays the greatest 
caligraphic power but the least inven- 
tion; and the Yamato-Tosa is the most 
national in style and motive, but the 
least forcible. Of the later schools, 
the oe the most purely and boldly 
decorative, the Shijo the most natural 
and graceful, and the Ukiyo-ye the 
most original and versatile, but the 
least cultivated. The four latter, with 
the Toba-ye caricatures, represent the 
native, the first four the ‘classical 
phases of the art,’

here on a sure basis of success, so far 
as representations made them are con- 
cerned. Let every one who has the 
interest of our community at heart be 
present at this meeting. Not only go, 
but go with some good idea to advance, 
and be ready when the time comes to 
give your best assistance, in money, 
muscle or brains. We can and will 
build a great and prosperous city here. 
We will yet give the lie to all the false 
reports being put in circulation against 
us by our enemies, both at home and 
abroad. 


A Healthy Sign. 


‘The recent triumphant renomination 
of Mayor Hewitt in New York is one 
of the greatest political surprises of 
the year. A few months ago it would 
have been considered an impossibility. 
He had quarrreled with his Council, 
had snubbed Tammany time and again, 
and had offended a large and active 
element of the city’s voting population 
by refusing in a peremptory manner to 
hoist any foreign flags on the City Hall.

absolutely honest and fearless official, 
whose entire devotion to what he 
considered to be the - best 
interests of the citizens, it has been 
impossible to doubt. His integrity 
and earnestness have won for him a 
popular indorsement such as a more 
politic man could probably never gain. 

This renomination of Mayor Hewitt 
with somuch enthusiasm shows that 
after all New York’s municipal politics 
are not in such desperately bad condi- 
tion. While his views on some sub- 
jects—such as high license—are not 
such as Republicans can indorse, his 
renomination is an encouraging sign 
to friends of honest municipal govern- 
ment throughout the country.

They met Secre- 
tary Vilas and other officials this afternoon, 
and the Secretary addressed them as fol- 
lows: 

“My friends, you have traveled a long 
way to visit Wasiington, and I am glad to 
see you. The Congress which makes the 
laws which govern this whole country has 
made this law (holding in his hand the act 
for the purchase of the reservation). Con- 
gress saw that the time had come for the 
Sioux Indians to take sure steps toward 
civilization, and that the waste and unused 
lands of their reservation ought to be set- 
tled upon and made homes of,” ‘ 

The Secretary then explained in detail 
the methods which he had adopted to secure 
a faithful and honest and free expression 
of their wishes with respect to the law, 
whether they would accept or reject it.

A LAND-GRABBER CONVICTED. 

Acting Commissioner Anderson of the 
General Land Office has reeéived informa- 
tion of the conviction of Charles E. Beach 
for subornation of perjury{in connection 
with the entry of a large b of redw 
timber land in California. ‘The land so en- 
tered amounts te about 57,000 acres, the 
timber on which was estimated to be worth 
$11,000,000. A syndicate composed princi- 
pally of foreign capitalists, was organized, 
it is alleged, for the purpose of securing 
title to this valuable tract m the Govern- 
ment, and an attempt was made to do so by 
means of fraudulent entries, Some 360 of 
such entries were made, embracing about 
160 acres each, in which, it is claimed, per- 
jury and subornation of perjury were reck- 
lessly committed. Of these entries many 
have been held for cancellation, and steps 
are being taken to secure a ferfeiture to the 
Government in othercases, 

THE EXCLUSION ACT, 

The Chinese Charge d’Affaires in Wash- 
ington recently requested the Treasury De- 
partment to send telegraphic instructions 
to the Collector of Customs at San _ Fran- 
cisco, desiring him to permit the landing at 
that port of certain Chinese laborers whe 
have lately arrived there, some of whom 
are provided with return certificates, while 
others desire merely to pass through the 
United States to other countries. In an- 
swering the communication Acting Secre- 
tary Thompson quotes the provisions of the 
Chinese Exclusion Law, and says that as it 
is understood that the laborers in question 
arrived since the approval of the act, the 
‘Treasury Department is unable to comply 
with the request. 


Another War Vessel Launched. 

BALTIMORE, Oet: 13.—Gunbeat No. 2, the 
first war ship buiit-in Baltimore, was 
launched today. A daughter of Commodore 
Schley christened her the “Petrel.” The 
vessel’s stem is of cast steel, and slightiy 
ram-shaped.

On the duties on silk 
and liquors, amounting to $23,000,000, 


“the Mills Bill made no reduction what- 


ever, so that the whole of the reduc- 
tion fell on the $189,000,000 that remained. 
Of the $189,000,000, $58,000,000 was 
duties levied on sugar, and from the duties 
levied on sugar a reduction was made of 


& | $11,000,000, leaving the people of the United 


States to pay $47,000,000 annually on sugar.

NEW YORK DEMOCRATS. 


They Hear Secretary Fairchild and 
Speaker Carlisle, 

New York, Oct 13.—[By the Associated 
Press.| Everything was favorable tor the 
big demonstration for Cleveland and Thur- 
man by the down-town business men this. 
afternoon, and the méeting before the Sub- 
Treasury in Wall street and subsequent 
procession up-town were fully equal to the 
hopes of the managers. Secretary of the 
Treasury Fairchild was the first speaker. 

After asserting that what was goodin a 
business way for New York was good for 
all parts of the Union, and what was bad 
for New York was bad for all, Secretary 
Fairchild said: 

“By force of untoward circumstances the 
office which I happen to fill is one of the 
most important factors in the country’s bus-. 
iness. It is not right that this should be 
the case, and 1 believe another term of 
Democratic administration, with a Congress 
pledged to support it in wise measures, 
would result in such reforms as substan- 
tially to eliminate the Treasury Depart- 
ment from your affairs, thus ending the 
abnormal condition which has within its 
possibility great injury toe legitimate busi- 
ness and great wrongs whenever the head 
ot that department may be unwise or un- 
faithful,” | 

Discussing the eondition of the Govern- 
ment’s finances, Mr. Fairchild said: “In 
some quarters fear has been expressed lest 
trouble should be caused when the Govern- 
ment might suddenly withdraw its depos- 
its. I can imagine no state of affairs un- 
der which it will be necessary to do this 
suddenly. The amount thus deposited is 
about $57,000,000. - Look at the last state- 
ment of assets and liabilities and see if the 
Secretary of the Treasury ever need sud- 
denly call for this money, or call for it in a 
way to cause embarrassment to general 
business. The Postoffice Department’s ac- 
count of. disbursing officers’ balances, the 
Treasurer’s trans¥er checks, drafts, out-' 
standing interest due and unpaid, matured 
debts, accrued interest and like liabilities 
amount to about $54,000,000. This sum 
always remains nearly constant. Hence, 
about that amount must always be kept on 
deposit for daily liabilities, and then, after

Berlin Much Incensed Over 
Mackenzie’s Book. 


It Ig Begarded as an Attempt to 
Biacken Bismarck’s Character. 


Poor Health Forcing the Chancellor 
to Abandon Politics. 


The Vatican D‘gnitaries Feel Siiehted by Emperor 
Treatment—Engiand Gobbling Ven- 
ezue'a’s Territors—A Granddaaghter of 
Zach Taylor Wedded in Germany.

BERLIN, Oct. 13.—[Copyright, 1888, by 
the New York Associated Press.| Only 
a summary of Dr. Mackenzie’s book is yet 
accessible to the public here, but enough is 
known of its contents to arouse savage in- 
dignation in official circles, Putting aside 
the medical dispute, the charges which Dr. 
Mackenzie levels at Prince Bismarck, of 
inciting the German doctors to entrap him, 
into doubtful declarations as to the nature 
of the Emperor’s disease, are felt to be a 
poisonous slander on the reputation of the 
Chancellor. The simultaneous appearance 
‘ot a letter to Empress Victoria by Dr. 
Mackenzie, indicating his treatment, is 
held to prove a concerted action to blacken 
Prince Bismarck’s character. Dr. Macken- 
zie’s attack gn Drs, Gerhard and Bergmann 
can be answered in the courts of law here 
or in England, and can be met also by the 
opinions of eminent European specialists, 
not German. But Prince Bismarck is 
powerless to deal with Dr. Mackenzie. He 
will, however, use every resource of his 
craft to render Empress Victoria powerless 
todo him further harm. The report circu- 
lated yesterday regarding the theft of a 
cipher code from the Emperor’s room indi- 
cates that the Chancellor’s game of sur- 
veillance over the ex-Empress, which ceased 
by order of Emperor William, after her sur- 
render of Frederick’s papers, wi!l be re- 
newed. Watch will be kept over her parti- 
sans and her movements, including her 
proposed visit to Windsor. 

BISMARCK ILL. 

Meanwhile Bismarck is having a bad 
time. He is suffering from a renewal of 
his attack of gout in serious forms, partly 
arising from worry. It is said that his con- 
dition .will probably oblige him to retire 
from public affairs within a few months. 

The Progressionists overlook the {act 
well known in official circles thet Emperor 
William’s experience in Vienna and Kome 
has riveted him closer than ever to Bis- 
marck, whose policy has made him feel 
helplessly dependent upon the guidance of 
the Chancellor.

In 1867 he was not 
willing that the white race should 
share any part Gf its power of govern- 
ment with the men whom he now flat- 
ters and fawns to forvotes. The old

He might have received a few 
votes from colored men if his record 
had not been alluded to. But now he 
needn’t expect any. They are not go- 
ing to vote foraman who thought 
them an inferior race, incapable of 
self-government, and created for some 
mysterious purpose which he leaves to 
an inscrutable Providence.
